British Foreign Secretary. 


LONDON, June 9.—Gen. Pershing was 
received this morning at Buckinghan: 
Palace by King George. He was pre- 
sented to the King by Lord Brooke. 
commander of the Twelfth Canadian In- 
fantry brigade. : 

Gen. Pershing was accompanied to the 
palace by his personal staff of 12 offi- 
cers. After the audience the officers paid 
a formal call at the United States em- 
bassy. 

After the formal receptibn the King 
shook hands with Gen. Pershing and 
his staff, and expressed pleasure at wel 
coming the advance guara of the Ameri- 
can army. 

A further contingent of American of- 
ficers arrived at au British port today 
on the steamer that brought Foreign 
Secretary, Balfour. The officers werv 
met by representatives of the American 
Embassy. 

Holds War Conference. 

The afternoon was given over to con- 
ferences at the War Office. Tomorrow 
Gen, Pershing and staff will attend a 
service at Westminster Abbey. The Gen- 
erai will dine with Ambassador Page on 
Monday, at which time he will meet 
Premier Idoyd George and his chief 
associates in the Cabinet. Other guests 
will be Paul Cambon, the French Am- 
bassador, and Vice Admiral Sims, U. 
S. N. 

Detailed stories of the landing of Gen. 
Pershing and his party at Liverpool and 
their arrival in London, fill a large part 
of the leading news columns in_ the 
morning papers. Arangements for the 
stay of the Americans in England, plans 
for the future, biographies and portraits 
of the American General and. pictures 
of his reception in Liverpool, crowd tne 
news from the front into second place. 

Significance of Arrival. 

The editorials, while welcoming Gen 
Pershing, personally, comment. partic- 
ularly on the significance of the arrival 
of the American advance guard as a 
symbol of “perhaps the greatest of all 
the great events in the midst of whict) 
we are living—so visibly great that none 
can pretend to foresee what the full 
harvest will be for the English-speaking 
world and the sacred doctrines it ac- 
cepts.”’ 

Emphasis is also laid on the certainty 
ef ultimate victory which American co- 
cperation is believed’ to insure. A typ 
ical expression of this American confi- 
dence reads: 

“Ours is the burden of today, but the 
burden is made light by the knowledge 
that the co-operation of the United 
States ensures the glory of tomorrow. ’ 

In an editorial entitled ‘‘The First *on 
English Soil,”’ the Times says: 

“It was the privilege of England yee- 
terday to welcome Gen. Pershing and 
Lis staff to her shores. It was such 1 
welcome as the times demand, and the 
customary horors were, of course, paid 
to the distinguished soldier who has 
erossed the ocean to lead the armies of 
the republic in the great fight for frec- 
dom, They were paid with unfeigned 
warmth which could not be misunder. 
stood. 

“The greetings remain a symbol of an 
event—perhaps the greatest of all the 
great events in which we live—the con- 
sequences and even the character of 
which are such as to dim our eyes

“The presence of Gen. Pershing and 
his companions upon English soil is a 
palpable sign of a.movement which in 
its broadest aspecta is so visibly great 
that none can pretend to foresee all its 
effects.

Votes for One Per Cent Levy to Be

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Senate 


Finance Committee today adopted Sen- 
ator La Follette’s plan for a tax of 
one per cent in the original selling price 
of automobiles, to be paid by owners as 
the basis of a new schedule of taxation 
in place of the graduated class tax prev-

ALFALFA CROP IS BEING 
HARVESTED IN THE CITY 


Possibilities of Scientific Agriculture 
Shown on Tract at Skinker Road 
and Forsythe Boulevard. 

A demonstration of the possibilities of 
scientific agriculture is shown on a tract 
of land at the southwest corner of Skin- 
ker road and Forsythe boulevard, across 
from Washington University, where a 
crop uf alfalfa is being harvested. Many 
City people, not. familiar with agricul- 
ture, were eurprised to learn that what 
they thought was a patch of weeds was 
really a heavy crop of alfalfa—one of 
the best of all farm crops. Two and 
possibly three more crops, equal to the 
first. probably will be harvested this 

year. 

The top soil was all removed from this 
tract of land a few years ago, leaving 
a sub-soil of clay. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Houston, who when chancellor 
cf Washington University, lived near 
this site, showed the owner how the 
«round could be planted to alfalfa. The 
Cirections of the Secretary were fol- 
lowed, with the result that a very heavy 
ciop has been produced. 

The alfalfa, in addition to producing 
large quantities of hay, also greatly en- 
riches the soil. The hay, which was 
cut. Thursday and has been lying on 
the gfound undergoing the ‘curing’ 
process since, is being advertised, for 
sale and delivery today.

Cards 
of St. Louisins who registered in vther 
cities are being received every day. 
Since Tuesday 277 cards have been fre- 
ceived, which are not included in the 
figures sent to Washingt»n. 

The reristration cards show tha: 42- 
097 men stated facts, in answer to the 
questions prepared by the Government 
which may ¢xempt them from military 
service. All these men have been clas- 


sified as having claimed exemption. Ac~- 


cording to Frederick N. Judson, one 9f 
ihe members of the Registration Board 
of the Seventeenth Ward, the specific 
claims for exemption in ris ward were 
not large.

German Prisoners in Messines Ridge Battle Soon 
Exhausted ~ Blazing Oil Sprayed Over Bits 
of Forest to Clear Out Defense Nests.

BRITISH Me DOUANT ERS IN 
FRANOR, June 8 (Priday),—Corapaiative 
peace reigned taday along the fron: of 
the latest British attack, which wrested 


Thursday. The noise of the guns was 
appalling, but otherwise the day was 
one of almost complete inaction. To- 
night also is without action. The British 
have thoroughly coneclidated their gains 


and are able to defend them against any 
counter attack the temporarily b-wil- 
dered Germans may commence. 

Prisofiers kept comirg in today in in- 
creasing hundreda. Dazed by nearly a 
week of terrific }ombardment and half 
famished as a result of the ‘‘starvation 
bartage’’ kept on their lines of com- 
munication and supply, these men upon 
reaching the cool, grassy spots within 
the British barbed-wire stockades erect- 
ed for their anticipated arrival, stripped 
themselves to the waist, tore off their 
Heavy trénch boots and flung themselves 
on the ground, where they soon were 
lost in the heavy sleep of complete ex- 
haustion. For thém the war is over. 
and their relief as being out of it was 
Ofly too apparent. 

, The men who had seen most of their 
military service on the Russian front 
were the rmiost demoralized of all. 

“Had No Realization of War.” 

“We had heard mich of the conditions 
on the Western ‘:ont,’”’ said one of the 
captured German officers to the Asgo- 
ciated Press, ‘“but we always thought 
there was much exaggeration about 
them. We had no reslization what war 
was. 

"When we caine from Russia a few 
weeks*ago we were told .we were goings 
againat the British, but that we nee! 
not worry, as the Pnriish were not in a 
position to accomplish anything serious 
against us in view of their offensive at 
Arras. Phe artillery fire we experienced 
when We first came to the Maessines 
Ridge was more terrible than anything 
we had seen or heatd om the eastern 


“Then, a week ago, the English start- 
éd their intensive bombardment. It was 
terrible to efidute. Few of us ever 
thought we would get out of it alive. 
There was a distinct sense of relief 
when the mine was exploded yesterday 
Morning. Weknew then that an attack 
Was under way and that we soon should 
bé dead or ip a position to surrender. 
Ost of us Cah frankly say that we pre- 
ferred the latter. 

“This experience of ours should end 
the War. We have no possible chance to 
win. ‘I'Wv days ago my Givision was 
made up of three splendid German rex- 
iménts. We saw thees men shrivel up 
in a hurricane of fire with which we 
could not pdssibly compete. Now mr 
division éxists no more.” ~ 

This officer had no com inints to make 
against the German higher command and 
no Apparent desire to win favor from his 
British captors. He was so shaken by 
the ordeal he had undergone that he 
séemed to find at least momentary re. 
lief in exptessing, in excellent English, 
the thoughts which were uppéermoat in 
his mind. The experience of his division 
apparently is. evidence that Germany is 
net finding a solution of her military

The battie of the Messines Ridge will 
ever stand out as a wondeérfit triumph 
for the British artillery. The deepest 
significance in the striking victory lies 
in thé fact that the Germans seémed to 
khoW that the attack Was coming, and

tried in every possible way to defend 
themselves against it. But as fast as 
they brought up new batteries, the Brit- 
ish gung Were upon them. 

British airplanes always were over 
the German lines, watching every move 
and demonstrating very plainly with 
whom rests supremacy in the air on this 
front. 

All the prisoners say they had been 
warned within the last few days that 
the English might attempt an offensive 
and that the main attack might come in 
the Messines sector, with the hope of 
nipping off the Wytschaete sector—all of 
which, it may be stated, has been ac- 
complished. The German troops in the 
line had been ordered to be on the alert 
every moment, day and night; but Brit- 
ish raids just prior to the attack showed 
that the German sentries always sought 
cover from the British bombardments. 

Prisoners say they were ordeted to 
hold the front line at all cost, although 
their commanders verbally admitted tha* 
this line would be taken by thé first as- 
saulting waves. It was hoped, however, 
immediately to eject the British with 


the much-talked-of German storming } 


troops and “stosstruppen”’: which Had 
been especially formed to “knock” the 
British out of any trench element they 
might enter. 

German troops who but recently came 
into the lines said they had seen many 
guns moving toward the front. 
worried them considerably, for. ordi: 
narily German gun transfers are made 
at night and in such a concealed man- 
ner that even the German infpntry ge: - 
dom sees them. 

The German prisoners admit that they 
were completely bewildered by the Brit- 
ish tactics. So many practice barrages 
and feint bombardments had been di- 
rected against them that they had no 
idea when to expect an actual attagk. 
Their first line and communiéation 


trenches alike had been terribly knocked ‘ 


about. 
Forests Leveled and Buread, 

The British had to level many bite of 
forest and then they sprayed these 
woods with drums ‘of blazing cil, which 
burned them away and made attacking 
across what would be considered im- 
p:egnable natural defenses quite an easy 
matter. The communieation trenches 
were so damaged that it was impossible 
for the Germans to make their way 
Bliong them in daylight, except on all 
fours. Ration parties attempting at 
night to come up over the open were 
badly cut up by the constant British 
fire. 

The at-rvation barrage had been so ef- 
fective that only Germatis who had had 
food for two days prior to the attack 
were these who were -provided with 
what are called iron rations—concentrat-.- 
ed food in tins. 

A tremendous amount of concrete work 
was found by the British in their sweep 
over the captured positions. It included 
machine gun emplacements and big dug- 
outs, some of which Were capable of 
holding entire companies. The dugouts 
were smashed in by armor- “piercing pro- 
jectiles and other explosive missiles. 

The armies had been facing ‘tach other 
on this front so long that it had been 
impossible for the British to carry on 
extensive mining operations. Véritabie 
veleanoes went up at dawn yestéerday— 
each with ‘0 tons or more of a secret ex- 
plosive beneath it. 

The effect of these mines was simply

tremendous, even upon the British 
troops, who were near them. The Irish-

The manner in which the Catholic and 
Protestant lishmen fought together over 
the Messines ridge will ever be a bright 
page in the English history of the great 
war.

and no troops In the world are better in 
this style of warfate. Today many smil- 
ing men from Ulster and from thé South 
of Ireland weré to be seen in their new 
trenchés wearing German caps and he!- 
mets and with broad grins across their 
faces. 

The entire battle, although one of the 
outstanding events of the war, moved se 
smoothly that there is little to be told 
about it except the complete detail with 
which it was prnapared and the willing 
bravery with whigh each man went over 
Irish, 
Australian or New Zealander. One 
swampy paft of the line where the Brit- 
ish lay directly under German observa 
tion Was known as “Mud patch.”’ 

The night of the attack seyeral officers 
went in front of the mud paich to ar- 
range starting points for the various 
attacking Waves. The moon came from 
behind thick clouds v hile this operation 
was in progress and the Germans saw 
what was being done, one of the British 
officers being killed by the rifle firs 
which the Germans immediately direct 
ea on them. 

Later when the iroops moved up and 
over the open and crouched down to 
wait for the hout of attack, German sig- 
nals began to go up. It was a moment 
of terror for the British Brigadier-Gen. 
eral commanding this bit of the line, for 
he thought his plan had been discovered 
The Germans, however, evidently 
thought it was a raid coming. As a 
matter of fact, all the British troops had 
just moved from that part of the line as 
a mine had been set for an explosion 
in front of it.

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Marguerite Martyn Finds Art 
Museum Exhibit a Revelation 
of Life “as it Exists in the 
Basque Country of Spain . 


By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 

For contrast, for relief from advertis- 
ing conventions, war news, preparations 
for war and other modern events that 
have been going by a at a gallop the 
past week, commend me to the selection 
of pictures ‘ust installed at the City Art 
Museum. You enter the gallery lined 
with Ignacio Zuloaga’s paintings, and 
you are transported far away and back 
to a land.and a peoplé standing still in 
medieyal isolation. 

They are not always cheerful nor rest- 
ful, nor pleasant nor pacific, these pic- 
tures, but they are uncompromisingly 
honest, and after you have been whoop- 
ing it up and boosting with the optimists 
and the patriots until you have run out 
of superlatives with which to express 
the progressiveness of everything, they 
have at least the charm of—the differ- 
ent. This is not to say that the artist 
himself is not modern. Spain seems to 
be producing artists of refreshing and 
distinctive manner while other nations 
are producing warriors. We had an ex- 
hibition of paintings by another Span- 
iard, Sorolla, a few seasons ago which 
were another demonstration of this 
fact. 


Subjects From Basque Country. 

And it isn’t saying that all Spain is 
gloomy, old and medieval in spirit ciiher. 
Sorolla’s canvasses were rife with sun- 
shine and gayety., It is only that Zulo- 
aga has chosen his subjects fron the 
Rasque country to which resion his 
biographers ascribe his nativity, a lo- 
cality deep set in rugged mountain fast- 
nesses where the characterisiics and 
temperament we associate with old 
Spain survive unspoiled. An acquain- 
tance whom I met in the gallery had 
‘traveled in this region and he recog- 
nized in the landscapes, towns and 
villages which are inaccessible ex- 
cept by the donkey route or on foot. 

You see in the landscapes which the 
painter frequently introduces as hick- 
grounds to the figures, windowless mon- 
asteries clinging to craggy mcuntain 
sides: Gothic castles and citadels in- 
closed by high fortidding walls; and 
bull rings, round and Romanesque. And 
in the characters that people whe can- 
vases are reflected the mors »inister 
aspects of the Spanish characte: as tra- 
dition has it, cruelty, fanaticism, bigot- 
ry, hauteur, bravado, passion, no hint 
of compromises or cowardice. Sold 
gitanas flaunt and flirt. You almost 
hear the click of their artful fans. Their 
smile is always the painted one, be- 
neath the tragic darkness of their eyes. 
There is a Cardinal whose cynicism is 
emphasized by contrast to a youth who 
stands near him with a race of singular 
rurity and the rather gaudy surrcund- 
ings are thrown into relief by the arid, 
desolate aspect of the country in the 
background. There are severa! pog- 
traits of bull fighters. One of the larg- 
est and most important pictures ‘s u 
group of young matadors called, “Fu- 
ture Idols."’ 

Zuloaga himself in his younger days 
essayed to be a bull fighter. Also he 
comes of a line of ancestors distin- 
guished in the metal trades for which so 
many cities in Spain are noted. The 
gold and silver embroidery adorning the 
costumes of these heroes is treated with 
infinite sympathy and no color has been 
too gorgeous, no material too nc

In contrast to this subject/ ‘‘the other 
side of the coin’. is the picture called 
“The Victim of the Fete.’’ Here is an 
ancient picador wending™his way home 
it would seem for the last time from the 
bull-ring in the distance, against a back- 
ground of lowering storm clouds.

In artistic treatment there’ a 
total lack of half tones, too. He 
paints in flat colors and masses 
though in rather: low key which 
makes for somber half light. Skies 
and other manifestations of nature he 
gives mood and emotion rather than 
inanimate realism and usually they 
are but accessories to the subject of 
human nature that interests him 
most. 

In one picture, though, the figures in 
the foreground become accessory to the 
landscape. Three old crones with green 
petticoats over their heads look, as one 
commentary has it, like ‘‘she eagles in 
their rocky aerie.’’ 

An interesting portrait is that of a 
French author. Maurice Barres. But 
Zuloaga takes him out of his native en- 
viroment and places him against a 
pandgramic view of the city of Toledo. 
It is a tribute to the fact that the writer 
has celebrated Toledo ‘in a book. 

He paints the women of his family 
as haughty Castilian: beauties clinging 
to their sweeping flounced skirts and 
mantillas though all the rest of the 
haute monde yield to newer: fashions. 
It ‘is not difficult to belfeve that: Zu- 
loaga is painting a phase of contempo- 
rary life as it really exists, so convinc- 
inz is his manner. The collection as a 
revelation of other scenes, other man- 
ners certainly is worth a trip to the 
museum. Such a trip may be as profit- 
ubLie as a journey to old Spain without 
a native artist's cevotion to interpret 
it.

What 
damage was done there was by the 
quake or ashes.”’ 


SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, 
June 9.—A message received here from 
the President of Nicaragua indicates that 
the casualties in the earthquake at San 
Salvador were small.

German Prisoners in Messines Ridge Battle Soon 
Exhausted ~ Blazing Oil Sprayed Over Bits 
of Forest to Clear Out Defense Nests. 


Br *s Statt peoveagenbes ef the

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN, 


FRANCE, June 8 (Priday).—Corapiiative 
peace reigned taday along thé fron: of 
the latest British attack, whien wrested 

the Messines Ridge ‘from the Germans’ 
Teredag. The noise of the guns was 
appalling, but otherwise the day was 
one of almost complete inaction. To- 
night also is without action. The British 
have thoroughly coneclidated their gains 


and are able to defend them against any 
counter attack the, temporarily b-wil- 
dered Germans may commence. 

Prisofiers kept coming in to@ay in in- 
ereasing hundreds. Dazed by nearly a 
week of terfific |}ombardment and half 
famished as a result of the ‘‘starvation 
barrage’ kept on their lines of com- 
munication and supply, these men upon 
reaching the cool, grassy spots within 
the British barbed-wire etockades erect- 
ed for their anticipated arrival, stripped 
themselves to the waist, tore off their 
Reavy trénch boots and flung themselves 
on the ground, where they soon were 
lost ih the heavy sleep of complete ex- 
haustion. For thém the war is over. 
and their relief as being out of it was 
only too apparent. 

, The men who had seen most of their 
military service on the Russian front 
were the most demoralized of all. 

“Had No Realisation of War.” 

“We had heard mich of the conditions 
on the Western ‘ront,"’ said one of the 
captured German officers to the Asgo- 
ciated Press, “but we always thought 
there was much exaggeration about 
them. We had no reslization what war 
Wag. 

"When we caine from Russia a few 
wéeks’ago we were told we were going 
against the British, but that we nee! 
not worry, as ths Pnriish were not in a 
position to accomplish anything serious 
against us in view of their offensive at 
Arras. Phe artillery fire we experienced 
whe we first came to the Massines 
Ridge was more terrible than anything 
we had seen or heatd on the eastern 
front. 


“Then, a week ago, the English start- 
6d their iritensive bombardment. It was’ 
terrible to efidure. Few of usa ever 
thought we would get out of it alive. 
There was a distinct sense of relief 
when the mine was exploded yesterday 
Morning. Weknew then that an attack 
was under way and that we soon should 
be dead or in a position to surrender. 
sjOst of us Cah frankly say that we pre- 
ferred the latter. 

“This experience of ours should end 
the War. We have no possible chance to 
win. ‘f'Wuv days ago my 4@ivision was 
made up of three splendid German rex- 
iments. We saw thees men shrivel up 
in a hurricane of fire with which we 
could not poasibly coifipete. Now my 
division éxists no more.”’ 

This officer had Ho com> ints to make 
against the German higher command and 
no apparent degite to win favor from his 
British captors. He was so shaken by 
the ordeal he had undergone that he 
seemed to find at least momentary re. 
lief in exptessing, in excellent English, 
the thoughts which were uppermoat in 
his miné. The experience of his division 
apparently is evidence that Germany ie 
not finding a solution of her military 


Gifficulties by the transferring of her 
old Bastern unité to the Western front 
HeeGght Up New Batteries. 

The battle of the. Messines Ridge wil! 
ever stand out as a wonderfiw triumph 
for the British. artillery. The deepest 
significance in the striting victory lies 
in the fact that the Germans seemed to 
know that the attack Was coniing, and 
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tried in every possible way to. defend 
themselves against it. But as fast as 
they brought up new batteriex, the Brit- 
ish gung Were upon them. 

British airplanes always were ovyér 
the German lines, watching every move 
and demonstrating very plainly with! 
whom rests supremacy in the air on this 
front. 

All the prisoners say they had beén 
warned within the last few days that 
the English might attempt an offensive 
and that the main attack might come in 
the Messines sector, with the hope of 
ripping off the Wytscbaete sector—all of 
which, if may be stated, has been ac- 
complished. The German troops in the 
line had been ordered to be on the alert 
every moment, day and night; but Brit- 
ish raids just prior to the attack showed 
that the German sentries always sought 
cover from the British bombardments. 

Prisoners. say they were ordered to 
hold the front line at all cost, although 
their commanders verbally admitted tha* 
this line would be taken by the first as- 
sauiting waves. It was hoped, however, 
immediately to eject the British with 
the much-talked-of German storming 
troops and ‘“stosstruppén”. which Had 
been especially formed to “knock” the 
British out of any trench element they 
might enter. 

German troops who but recently came 
into the lines said they had seen many 
guns moving toward the front. This! 
worried them considerably, for, ordi: 
narily German gun transfers are made 
at night and in such a concealed man- 
ner that even the German infpntry ge: - 
dom sees them. 

The German prisoners admit that they 
were completely bewildered by the Brit- 
ish tactics. So many practice barrages 
and feint bombardments had been di- 
rected against them that they had no 
idea when to expect an actual attag¢k. 
Their first line and communication 
trenches alike had been terribly knocked 
about. 

Forests Leveled and BRaenad, 

The British had to level many bits of 
forest and then they sprayed these 
woods with drums of blazing cil, which 
burned them away and made attacking 
across what would be considered im- 
pregnable natural defenses quite an easy 
matter. The communieation trenches 
were so damaged that it was impossible 
for the Germans to make their way 
fiong them in daylight, except on all 
fours. Ration parties attempting at 
hight to come up over the open were 
badly cut up by the constant British 
fire. 

The st-rvation barrage had been so ef- 
fective that only Germans who had had 
food for two days prior to tHe attack 
were those who were -provided with 
what are called iron rations—concentrat.- 
ed food in tins. 

A tremendous amount of concrete work 
was found by the British in their sweep 
over the captured positions. It included 
machihe gun emplacements and big dug- 
outs, some of which were capable of 
holding entire companies. The dugouts 
were smashed in by armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles and other explosive rhiasiles. 

The armies had been facing ‘tach othor 
on this front so long that it had been 
impossible for the British to carry on 
extensive mining operations. Veritable 
voleanoes went up at dawn yestérday— 
each with ‘~ tons or more of a secret éx- 
plosive beneath it. 

The effect of these mines was simply 
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tremendous, even upon the British 
troops, who were near them. The Irish- 
men were just oppesite one of the bisg- 
gest mines sprung. They had just got 
to their feet in anticipation of the final 
word to move forward ds the earth 
opened 20 yards in front of them. Tine 
force of the explosion was such that 
every man was fiung down. The men 
were up again in an instant, however, 


The manner in which the Catholic and 
Protestant lishmen fought together over 
the Messines ridge will ever be a bright 
page in the English history of the great} 
war. It was a stroke of genius on the 
part.of the army commander who thus 
brought them together. They had stiff 
hand-te-hand fighting at several points, 
and no troops in the world are better in 
this style of warfare. Today many smil- 
ing men from Uister and from thé South 
of Ireland were to be seen in their new 
trenchés wearing German caps and he!- 
mets and with broad grins across their 
faces. 

The entire battle, although one of the 
outstanding events of the war, moved so 
smoothly that there is little to be told 
about it except the complete detail with 
which it was prnpared and tHe willing’ 
bravery with whigh each man went over 
the top, whether tic was English, Irish, 
Australian or New Zealander. One 
swampy part of the line where the Brit- 
ish lay directly under German observa 
tion was known as “Mud patch.”’

The Germans, however, evidently 
thought it was a raid coming. As a 
matter of fact, all the British troops had 
just moved from that part of the line as 
a mine had been set for an explosion 
in front of it.

RELIEF WORK BEGUN 


One Report Says Only 100 
Houses Were Left Standing 
in the Capital. 


NEW YORK, June 9.—Damage was 
done by the earthquake to the City 
of San Salvador is not as great as was 
first feaged, according to cable mes- 
sages received today by Broom Broth- 
ere, fiscal agents in the United “States 
for the republic of San Salvador. The 
central and newer part of the city was 
said to have suffered less than the out- 
lying portions and the suourbs. 

Messages received by Bloom Brothers 
from David Bloom & Co., of Banca Oc 
cidental at San Salvador, located in the 
heart of the city, showed, said Benjamin 
Bloom, ‘‘that there was practically no 
loss of life in t ehcity itself and that 
no persons of prominence were Kkillled. 
The flow of lava from the. volcano’ was 
in the direction opposite the ctiy. What 
damage was done there was by the 
quake or ashes.’’ 


SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, 
June 9.—A message received here from 
the President of Nicaragua indicates that 
the casualties in the earthquake at San 
Salvador were small. San Salvador, the 
capital of the republic, and Santa Tecla 
and neighboring towns and villages were 
destroyed, according to the President’s' 
advices. 

The President's message says: 

“Telegraphic communication just re- 
established with San Salvador, confirms 
that earthquakes commenced at 7 o’cloc« 
p. m. Thursday and continued all night, 
accompanied by a heavy rain. 

“San Salvador, Santa Tecla and neigh- 
boring towns and villages were de- 
stroyed. 

“The casualties 
were some fires. 

“The President of Nicaragua has tele- 
graphed the President of Salvador offer- 
ing aid. He has ordered the organization 
of relief committees to send help to the 
suffering and homeless.” 

A report from San Miguel says only 
100 houses were left standing in San Sal- 
vador, a city of approximately 64,000 in- 
habitants. The earthquakes, the report 
says, were followed by a flow of lava 
and boiling water.

| MISSOURI’S MONEYLESS COUNCIL. 

Missouri has a State Council of Defense which 
is trying to mobilize the State’s resources in co- 
operation with the Federal Council, but it has no 
funds with which to operate. It is necessary, 
therefore, to ask contributions from citizens to 
supply the money with which to do the work. 

In the absence of State funds citizens feel im- 
pelled to help sustain the credit and carry out the 
State’s proper work. But {fs it right for the State 
administration to shift its burdens on a few in- 
dividual citizens? ° 

We submit to the careful consideration of Gov. 
Gardner the question of the State’s duty in the 
great undertaking of the United States. Ought 
not Missouri, as one of the states, a great com- 
monwealth whose people share the responsibili- 
ties and dangers and blessings of the nation, to 
do her full part in the work of mobilizing re- 
sources and organizing for victory? How can the 
State do this without sufficient funds? : 

Other states have made large appropriations for 
‘this purpose. Ought not Missouri to have suffi- 
cient funds assured to carry out an adequate pro- 
gram? A brief special session of the General As- 
sembly—it might be a patriotic session, without 
pay—would appropriate the funds and no doubt 
the banks would supply them until repaid from 
the revenues.

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RANSOMING OF BELGIUM BEGUN. 


The boundary between Belgium and France cuts | 


the battle front in the west just north of ‘the 
French town of Armentieres. From Ploegsteert 
Wood, actoss the boundary from Armentieres, to 
Ypres the British advanced on a front of nine 
miles and drove the Germans back from one to 
three miles. The attack accordingly forma* the 
first attempt on any considerable scale to redeem 
Belgian soil from the oppressor. All the towns 
spoken of as captured are Belgian towns. The 
ground recovered can hardly exceed 18 square 
miles, or about half a township, but the success is 
important as marking a start under favorable 
auspices and as providing advantageous positions 
from which to continue the movement. 

The gallantry of the assault was worthy of the 
first direct effort in behalf of the specific object 
with which the British entered the war. Bel- 
gium is the irredenta of all the entente nations, of 
all civilization. Ransomed in fractional parts of 
townships now at heavy cost, it will presently be 
Pangomedsin whole townships and counties at an 
ever decreasing relative cost, compared with the 
magnitude of the gains. 
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CHARLIE CHAPLIN AT THE FRONT. 

Charlie Chaplin has registered and gone to 
‘New York with the intention, as the news indi- 
cates, of enlisting in the British army, as he is 
still a British citizen. It is said that he has 
‘canceled a fat contract, in order to obey his 
country’s call. We shall probably hear of his 
arrival “at a British port” in a few days, and in 
due course the trenches will gobble him up as 
they have hundreds of other common atid un- 
common... men. 

But when it comes to training Charlie in one 
of-the British camps or back of the lines in 
‘France, what will happen? Will it be possible 
for Charlie to respond to the command “Eyes 
|‘Right!” Won't those willful eyes immediately 
face left? How will those sometimes slovenly 
and sometimes swift feet answer to the “Hay- 
foot, Straw-foot” rhythm?

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THE KIDNAPING PROBLEM. 

Developments in the Keet kidnaping case at 
Springfield, Mo., emphasize anew the distressing 
issue between parental privilege and public policy 
which is evolved in every kidnaping case. The 
issue is whether the parents of a kidnaped child 
shall be permitted to follow the primal impulse 
to safeguard the child or shall be compelled to 
jeopardize its safety, for the sake of other chil- 
dren’s safety, by making recovery of the kidnaped.

J. Holland Keet, was kidnaped more than & week 
ago, the parents, willing to pay the demanded 
ransom, pleaded that, for the sake of the child’s 
safety, they be permitted to negotiate with the 
criminals and pay their price without interfer- 
ence of the authorities charged with the duty 
of capturing and punishing the child-stealers. 

Although it involved temporary connivance’ 
with crime on the part of both the parents and 
the authorities, it was agreed that the parents 
should have a free hand. But just when it seemed 
that it was a matter of hours only until the child 
would be restored to the parents, information 
came into the possession of the prosecuting offi- 
clals which compelled them, they thought, to 
make arrests. The result is that negotiations for 
the child’s return are broken off and its life is 
imperiled. 

That is why hanging, although hanging is going 
out of fashion, is the only punishment which even 
approximately fits the crime of child-stealing. 
Kidnaping not only imperils one child and pierces 
the hearts of its parents, but it makes conni- 
vance at the crime and encouragement for its 
repetition the condition of restoration. Not only 
in the specific case, but in the general menace 
which the specific case involves, kidnaping is 
the one high crime against childhood and a 
hood.

the United States Department of Agri- 
culture is sending out broadcast to 
housewives. ‘‘Try a wheatless breakfast 
tomorrow and then extend the wheatless 
idea to other days or meals,’’ the dietary 
specialists suggest. 

Corn, a great natural breadstuff of 
this country, the department's special- 
ists point out, has not been used for »1?- 
man food neariy as much as its valua- 
bie nutritive qualities warrant. Tii‘s is 
due largely to the fact that many per- 
sons with «a wheat-using habit never 
have taken the pains to learn ‘7 use 
corn. There is no important dietic dif- 
ference between corn and wheut 4s 
sources of body fuel. 

To those who wish to try wheatiess 
meals, the department suggests the fol- 
lowing for a wheatless breakfast or din- 
ner: 

As a substitute for wheat breakfast 
foods, try white or yellow cornmeal) or 
hominy grits, served with cream and 
sugar, butter, syrup or fresh cr dried 
fruit. 


As a substitute for wheat biscu'ts, : lls 
be toast, the housewife can em)loy a 
dozen different forms of corn bread, 
euch as hoe cake, dodgers, soft vr spoon 
corn bread, hominy bread, cornteal and 
rye Boston brown bread, Zun! indian 
bread, etc._ 

Fried cornmeal mush, fried hominy, 
or corn meal pancakes made witi) very 
little wheat flour will be found a pieas- 
ing variation from wheat cakes, 

Corn meal codfish cakes, cor -neal 
scrapple, corn meal croquettes, corn 
meal or hominy cooked with meat, fish, 
cheese, eggs or milk, will supply nour- 
ishing dishes for the hearty cozirses. 
Hominy grits and coarse hominy 
(sometimes called samp) may be boiled 
and used like macaroni or other wheat 
pastes to serve as side dishes with 
meat. 

For dessert, Indian puddins, corn .neal 
and fig or apple pudding, appic dump- 
lings, corn meal doughnuts, ginger!read 
cake, fruit gems, etc., will contribute 
variety as well as nourishmen: to the 
bill of fare. 

The honsewife whuv wishes to sutsti 
tute corn for some but not a'! of the 
wheat flour can make excelleat raised 
or light bread, pancakes, waffles, niuf- 
fins, rolls, graham-flour Indian pbread, 
etc. 

Wheat, rice, rye, barley, oats, corn and 
potatoes are largely interchangeable as 
sources of starch in the diet.

Worth While | 


RICE BREAD.—One cup lukewarm 
water or milk, a mixture of the two: 
1 cup uncooked rice, 1% teaspoons salt 
1 tablespoon sugar, butter (if used), 1 
tablespoon or less; % cake compressed 
yeast, 2 cups wheat flour. 

Steam the rice with one-half of the 
liquid until it is soft. This is done 
better in a steamer than in a double 
boiler, for the liquid is so small in 
amount that the rice does not becoine 
soft readily and the presence of the} 
steam helps. Put the sugar, salt and 
fat (if used) into the mixing bowl and 
pour over them the remaining liquid 
(% cupful). When the mixture has be- 
come lukewarm, add the yeast and % 
cupful of flour. Aliow this sponge tc 
rise until very light. Add the boiled 
tice, which should have been cooled un- 
tile lukewarm, and the rest of the flour. 
This dough is so thick that some pres- 
sure is required to work in the last 
portions of the flovr. Allow the dough 
to rise until it has doubled its bulk. form 
into a joaf, place in a pan of standard 
size, allow it to rise untill it nearly 
reaches the top of the pan, and bake. 


RYE BREAD.—One quart milk, 2 ta- 
blespoons sugar, 4 teaspoons salt, 2 
tablespoons butter, 1 cake compressed 
ycast, 3 cupfuls flour (1 cup being wheat 
and the remainder rye). 

Follow the directions for making 
wheat bread according to the short 
Trocess until after the bread has been 
molded a second time. At this point 
the dough should be placed in a six- 
quart bowl, lined with a cloth, into 
which flour has been rubbed. When 
the dough has risen to the top of the 
Lowl turn out on a hot sheet iron (a 
dripping pan inverted will do), over 
which one tablespoonful of flour has 
been sprinkled, and put it immediately 
‘ito a very hot oven. After 10 minutes 
lower the temperature somewhat and 
bake for one hour. This recipe is a 
modification of an old German houge- 
hold method of making rye bread, 


BETTY’S COOKIES.—Cream 1% cups 
evgar and 2-3 cup butterine or lard. Add 
1 egg, % cup sour milk and 2 tablespoon- 
fuls water, 1 teaspoon soda, sifted to- 
gether with 4 large cups of flour. Flavor 
to taste. Roll one % inch thick, cut 
out and place in greased tin. Moisten 
top with milk and sprinkle with sugar 
Lake in moderate oven.

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British Order of 


the Bath Ge man 
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NE of the oldest orders of En- 
OC glish knighthood is the Order of 
the Bath, which is supposed to 
date to the period of the ancient Franks, 
the inhabitants of Lower Germany. Let- 
ters patent for the present epoch of the 
order were issued on May 25, 17235, and 
today it is the largest knighthood order 
in point of numbers, and at the same 
time the most influential, being repre- 
sented by 117 knights of the first class, 
302 of the second class and 1106 of the 
third class. 

The Order of the Bath is eved to 
have been introduced into E and by 
the Saxons. The ancient Franks when 
they conferred knighthood, among other 
solemn rights used that of bathing, and 
this custom being continued in England, 
the members of the order were called 
Knights of the’ Bath. In the reign of 
Henry IV there was a degree of knight- 
hood specified under the express appella- 
tion of the Bath. That King, on the 
day of his coronation in the Tower of 
London conferred the order upon 46 
esquires. From that time it was cus- 
tomary with the Kings to confer this 
dignity preceding their coronations, the 
coronation of their queens, the births 
and marriages of royal issue and on 
similar occasions. The last time Knights 
of the Bath were so made was at the 
coronation of King Charles II, in 1661, 
after which the order was neglected un- 
til the year 1723, when King George I re- 
vived it and ordered a book of statutes 
for the Government of the order by 
which the number of knights was fixed 
at 38, namely, the sovereign and 3 
knights companions. 

The order continued without any alter- 
ation until 1815, when it was changed so
